Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1 . Applicant's argument filed June 04, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. In remarks, applicant argued in substance that (1) there is no motivation or suggestion to combine Kessler et al. and Moh et al. 
because the system of Kessler et al. teaches the queuing of messages in destination processing elements while the system of Moh et al. 
teaches away from Kessler et al. by disclosing mesasge transmission between nodes in a network; (2) the "Kessler et al. merely disclose 
local memories (32) of processors (30) that can accessed by other processors" and as such does not teach shared memory. 

3. Examiner respectfully traverses Applicant's remarks: 

A. As to point (1), Kessler et al. discloses a network router that transmits assembled messages from source processing element to 
destination processing element via an interconnect network (see Abstract) and as Applicant correctly noted Moh et al. teaches the 
transmission of messages between nodes in a network (page 10 lines 8-9). This in essence implies that both Kessler et al. and Moh et al. 
teach message transmission in a network, thus making the two prior arts analogous. 

B. As to point (2), the fact that the local memory can be accessed by processors of other nodes makes the memory a shared memory. 
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
